The reasons 
will be found, by any reader who 
is sufficiently energetic to make a 
search, in the City Manager’s 
report to the chairman and 
members of the  -Corporation’s 
Estimates Committee, which we 
summarise in this issue. Most of 
the changes in expenditure are 
trivial: so trivial that they could 
not make a_halfperiny-worth’s 
difference to the rates. Certain 
changes, however, are far from 
negligible. Against a decrease in 
the expenditure on Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital, amounting to 
something over £30,000, must be 
ofíset an increase, under the vague 
heading of Public Health Services, 
which accounts for rather more 
than £50,000. In fact, the cost of 
social services has risen very sub- 
stantially since the beginning of 
the war, and we are not among 
those who blame the Corporation 
because it has displayed sufficient 
moral courage to recommend an 
increase of the city rates. What 
else could it have done? There is 
no need to recall that the expenses 
of public administration—as of 
everything else—have risen during 
the past few years. ‘The cost of 
materials is greater: the cost of 
labour is greater. 
these matters, however, the Cor- 
poration of Dublin has had to 
broaden its shoulders so as to 
accommodate many burdens which 
never were intended for a local 
authority. It is responsible for so 
many diverse activities as the 
feeding of school-children, the 
maintenance of dental clinics, the 
care of expectant mothers, the 
distribution of fuel and thilk—in 
other words, as we believe, for a 
variety of public health services 
that ought to be the concern of 
the State, rather than of any 
municipality. On this account we 
are reluctant to find fault with 
the Corporation when it sees fit— 
or finds itself compelled—to call 
for an increase of rates. We may 
find ourselves minded to inquire 
whether it makes the best possible 
use of the money at its disposal ; 
but our inclination is rather to 
demand that a fairer balance shall 
be struck between the duties of the 
State and of the capital city. 
Dublin is not an isolated unit, but 
an essential part—albeit an over- 
grown element—ot a nation, and 
it ought to be treated as such. If 
a major figure in its expenses is 
the result of its operation of 
services which elsewhere would be 
deemed a duty of the State, why 
must a distinction be drawn in 
this particular case? A week or 
two ago the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health 
hinted at the possibility of a divi- 
sion between the two functions of 
his Department—in other words, 
at the creation. of a separate 
Department of Public Health, 
with, presumably, jurisdiction over 
the entire country, and power to 
responsibilities for 
health services from the hands of 
thé local authorities. We think 
that the local authorities, headed 
by that of Dublin, would be glad 
to find themselves relieved of so 
costly and unpopular a burden.

OBITUARY 
MR. J. HOLLOWAY 


Mr. Joseph Holloway, the Abbey. 


Theatre's most consistent ‘‘ first. 
nighter’’ since he designed it in 1904, 
died yesterday, at the age of 83. 
Mr. Holloway had become one of the 
best-loved personalities in Dublin 
theatrical life, but his name will live 
through the memoirs of Dublin that 
he had been writing for over 50 
years.

In view, however, of the fact that 
both British and British Dominion 
lives, and the lives of the soldiers 
of our allies, are imperilled, we are 
bound to do our utmost to obtain 
effective security for the forthcoming 
operations. 

‘““There is also the future to con- 
sider. If a catastrophe were to occur 

to the Allied armies which could be 
Mad to the retention of the German 
and Japanese representatives in 
Dublin, a gulf would be opened 
between Great Britain, on the one 
hand, and Southern Ireland, on tho 
other, which even generations would 
not bridge. 

“The British Government. would 
also be held accountable to the people 
of the United States if it could be 
shown that we hag in any way failed 
to do everything in our power to 
safeguard their troops.” 


THE BORDER 


Sir William Davidson asked if Mr. 
Churchill did not consider it essential 
that the frontier between Ulster and 
Eire should be closed in view of the 
activities of the I.R.A., who had 
declared war on Great Britain, and 
had recently been apprehended with 
papers giving particulars of the 
American forces in Ulster and giving 
certain plans of their operations. 

Mr. Churchill—‘*1 prefer to con- 
fine myself to a statement in general 
terms to-day. All necessary measures 
within the limits which I have de- 
scribed will, of course, be taken as 
they are deemed to be necessary. 

Sir Ronald Ross (C., London- 
derry) said the chief emphasis in the 
United States Note to the Govern- 
ment of Eire was on the dangers to 
the U.S. bases in Northern lreland, 

and it was chiefly or largely to pro- 
tect them from espionage that this 
request was made. Nothing that 
had been done up to the present 
had had the slightest effect to that 
end. The censorship was still applied 
between Northern Ireland and this 
country, but there was no censorship 
between Northern Ireland and Eire. 
Mr. Churchill—‘‘ All these matters 
are receiving constant and vigilant 
attention ”’
